JUDGMENT RESERVED. 


Kacmer Lodg* Wln> a Victory Over the 


Grand LeUge, K Bight* of Pythiu. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 23. — The supreme 


court reversed the judgment obtained 
by the grand lodge of the Knights of 
Pythias against Koerner lodge No. 6 of 
this city, depriving it of its property 
because it had adopted a resolution to 
secede irorn the Kuigats of Pythias and 
form a lodge of the Indiana Zeitung 
Bund. 


Koerner lodge was composed ot Ger- 


mane who transacted all their business 
to German. In 1892 the supreme lodge, 
Knights of Pythias of the World, pass- 
ed a law requiring that all rituals 
printed in the German language should 
be surrendered by the lodges that had 
been using then:, and that the rituals 
thereafter used should be printed only 
in the English language. 


The members of the Koerner lodge 


took this as a personal affront and 
threatened to withdraw from the or- 
der. Before the lodge met again the 
janitor of the hall took the charter 
from the hall and delivered it to the 
grand keeper of records and seal, but 
at the next meeting of the lodge the 
minutes of the last meeting were cor- 
rected. so as not to show tha violent 
action taken before.

, Jan 29.—The- special cor- 


respondent who is visiting this dis- 
trict finds it badly affected. The 
scarcity of food is most severely felt 
at Talukas, Sangoe, Marda and Kar- 
mala. 


Soiarpore city ie in the center ot the 


weaving industry, and its inhabitants 
are suffering from the stoppage o^ 
work at the mills. It is estimated tha 
three-quarters of the whole number ot 
weavers are already out of wonc. and 
40.000 persons throughout the district 
are being relieved. 


No cases of cholera, however, have 


been recorded in the camp at Ekruts, 
five miles from here, specially laid out 
for the weavers, who are employed in 
the light work of Improving the res- 
ervoir which was built during the last 
famine. Only 3,000 men, however, are 
employed, as the Mohammedan weav- 
ers remain idle In the city, living on 
their savings. They will not accept 
rcanuel labor until compelled to do so 


The correspondent traversed several 


irrigated Jo-nani fields, which promise 
splendid crops, and met a cumber of 
traveling bonds of people in search of 
work. 


Returning to the city the corre- 


spondent arrived at the poorhonse m 
time to see doles given out to over 300 
poor people, the halt, maimed or blind. 
Each person relieved received a meas- 
ure of meal and a modicum of oil, salt 
and chilies. 


There were many children suffering 


from ophtbalma and groups of lepers 
were noticed apart from all the wrecks 
of humanity.

knees, while Robert J travels low. with

This difference in 


movement, it is now believed, will be 
an advantage to the team in attaining a 
high rate of speed. The horses are of 
the same height, 15.1%, and axe alike 
in color. John R. Gentry now weighs 
935 pounds and Robert J 030 pounds. 
The team, which is the property of 
Lewis 6 Tewksbury and valued at $40, 
COO, will remain in training here until 
March, when it will start on the grand 
circuit, with the most complete equip- 
ment known to the turf

tho Lake Shore flier, from Cleveland, 
coming into Chicago last Saturday 
morning. A steel tire slipped from one 
of the driving wheels of the engine, with 
the tram going at full speed. This was 
extraordinary. But that it should slip 
off the wheel, over the connecting rod 
and fall clear of the track, instead of 
wrecking the train, was miraculous. 


The driving wheel revolves, say, four 


times every second, covering that same 
second 80 feet of the rail Fracture 
the tire, with its deep tuner flange, 
Inade to keep it on tbe rail, and try, 
With that big connecting rod rising and 
falling two feet every quarter of a sec- 
ond, and tho broken tire rolling 80 feet 
every secona, to mule the ure fall off 
the wheel and over the connecting rod, 
BO it shall drop clear of tho wheel, the 
rod, the rail and the tram.

Almost every artist who 


draws a Thanksgiving or Christmas 
picture of a Puritan going to meet 
ing gives him a gun with a muzzle 
like the end of a trumpet. Now, the 
fact is that the »»11 mouth firearm 
was nevr.r a military arm among 
English speaking people at «U, nor 
was such a weapon ever common 
either in this country or in England 
until about the middle of the last 
century, when it came into use for 
the defense of houses against bur- 
glars, for stagecoach guards and 
similar purposes. The blunderbusses 
which are common enough in the 
curiosity shops are almost without 
exception later than 1750, and many 
of them date only frcia the early 
part of this century. 


A large, bell mouthed gun was in 


use somewhat earlier on board of 
naval and other armed ships, but 
this was a heavy piece mounted on 
a swivel and used very much as the 
howitzer was later. 
- Then as to the locks. Even some 
of pur meet distinguished writers 
seem to be completely at sea on this 
point One New England writer, 
whom I will not name for fear of 
seeming disrespectful to a man de- 
serving of honor, wrote some time 
ago in a magazine article that some 
soldier in King Philip's war might 
have invented the flintlock by find- 
ing that an Indian flint arrowhead 
would make fire if inserted into the 
cock of his matchlock. Now, the 
soldier of 1675 was given a match- 
lock, not because the military au- 
thorities were ignorant of guns 
which could make their own fire 
(wheel locks and snaphaunces were 
in common nee), but because the 
matchlock was considered better for 
ordinary use. More than this, if he 
had thought of it, he would have' 
known that his matchlock would 
not make fire with a flint. The flint- 
lock with which our war of inde- 
pendence was fought requires a 
powerful blow to make the flint 
strike fire from the steeL This the 
matchlock did not have, nor did the 
pan cover, open in such a way as to 
make this possible. 


At .the time of King Philip's war 


and for a long time afterward the 
ordinary firearm for infantry was! 
the matchlock; musket. These are J 
plenty in European collections, but; 
very rare in America. I have never j 
seen one in any collection in this 
country. At the same time the snap- 
naunce, a primitive form of the 
.flintlock, was quite extensively used 
by hunters, and probably by the In- 
dians, who would naturally object 
to the match, which if kept lighted 
would betray its.presence, especial- 
ly at night. Wheel locks were prob- 
ably used to some .extent by the 
earliest settlers, but it was always 
an exceptional arm and too costly to 
be generally used. By the time of 
King Philip's war it was rather old 
fashioned and not likely to have fig- 
ured much. In Springfield is a fine 
bronze statue of one of the early j 
settlers, who is represented with a 
wheel lock blunderbuss. This is, of; 
course, possible—anything is possi-1 
bla But if any wheel lock blunder- { 
buss can be found in any collection ' 
of Europe or this country I would 
like to see it.—Boston Transcript. 


The Razor Shell. 


One of the - most curious of the 


many remarkable forms of marine 
life is a species of mollusk called 
the razor shell, which can excavate 
holes in solid rocks. This creature 
has no English name; its Latin 
name is Pholas. It is found in wide- 
ly separated regions of the earth, 
but is most plentiful on the coast of 
the Mediterranean, where limestone 
abounds. It is frequently met with 
on the coast of Italy, where whole 
limestone beaches are honeycombed 
with their holeg. It is still a disput- 
ed point among naturalists as to 
how this boring is effected. Some 
think that the mollusk secretes 
some acid which softens the lime- 
stone, but others think that the 
holes are bored by the simple me- 
chanical process of grinding. The 
preponderance of opinion, appears to 
lie with the latter view at present, 
yet it ia said that no one has yet 
been able to catch the Pholas at 
work.

AH Jf eehan in nil illustrated 
monthly explain*, a tree in fall rigor 
hat enough root* to -*nppjy it with all 
the aap it need*, bot a* aoon a* it u 
tranqilauted it it unable Ic draw moi«- 
tor« from the earth until new root* at* 
made, and the tree again become* M- 
tabluhed. All this time th» brancbet 
and leaves are drawing on what tap 
there is in the tree, and wben thi> to- 
comes exhanFted, if new roots have not 
yet grown, the tree diet. This explain 
why tree* die after they hate poabed 
into leaf. and. in fact. •ometimM into 
growth. 


All trees need more or !«• pruning 


when transplanted. Jnst bow ranch de- 
pends a great deal on the tree to be 
pruned. The authority qnoted says: A 
maple, poplar, birch or elm will do 
with very little pruning, while an oak, 
beech, chestnut, walunt or aib requires 
severe cutting. The roots that a tree has 
most also be taken into consideration'. 
If it is well furnished with routs and

Sbers, it will require leas pruning than 
if it haa bnt a few stoat roots devoid of 
fibers. 


In a general wayr it niay be said that 


hard wooded tiees require severe prun- 
ing, while those having a soft, sappy 
wood need but a light pruning. This 
does not always apply. A pin oak bus 
very fibrous roots, as a rule, and moves 
quite easily without ranch pruning, 
though some will consider it ndviuablfl 
to do severe cutting even in itacase. On 
Hie other band, the larch, which has a 
very soft, sappy wood, but practically 
no fibers, and, in fact, bnt little root, 
must be pruned closely to get it to 
transplant well. The illustration shown 
what quantities of fibrous roots the piu 
oak has. 


Keeping? Apples. 


A contributor to The BnraJ New 


Yorker writes: 


My experience in keeping apples is 


that they will keep quite as well in a 
cool cellar or storage TOOIU if 
the 


barrels are not headed, provided they 
ure uot disturbed. If, however, the 
doors or windows arc left open at times, 
causing sndden changes in the atmos- 
phere, then the barrels should be headed 
np tight, so that the apples will not feel 
the change. The eveuer and lower tha 
temperature can be kept the better it 
is for the apples, always keeping it 
above the freezing point, however. If 
apples are to be kept in a warm atmos- 
phere or shipped daring warm weather, 
I should prefer to slit the barrels to 
prevent heating, in the same way thst 
peaches, pears and vegetables are ship- 
ped, 
' 


Matching ChrywuithemilnM. 


A contributor to Gardening writes: 
There is n point atxrat growing chrys- 


anthemums which I have not seen men- 
tioned elsewhere—that is, yon mnst 
keep the .foliage ..clean by mulching 
around the plants and close np to the 
stems to prevent the mud made by rain 
beiag splashed on the nndorside of the 
leaves, this, of course, for pi an to in the 
open ground. This may be trite to most 
of your readers, bnt I have been three 
years in getting my plants to retain 
their lower leaves, and, being careful in 
this respect, they are now nice, looking 
specimens right to the pot.

The 
first experiments of this kind were made 
in 1893 between Havre and Beuzeville 
With an electric locomotive, which be- 
haved well throughout the trial trip. 


Owing to the success of this machine, 


the company's engineers constructed two 
larger locomotives, and it IE one of these 
which has jast been tested. It is 67 feet 
long and of 1,850 horsepower. In spite 
Of their size, they wear out the rails less 
than ordinary locomotives, as the weight 
is distributed on eight axles instead of 
four or five. 


They are safer than the others, owing 


to their eljMic character, which enables 
them to make curves with security at 
full speed. Great things are, in fact, ex 
pected from these contrivances, which, 
when perfected, will do 100 to 116 miles 
an hour. 


The Fo«tal Conference. 


The international postal conference in 


Washington next May is likely to attract 
a larger attendance of government dele- 
gates than any of its predecessors, partly 
because it is nearly six years since the 
last, and partly on account of the deter- 
mination of some European delegates 
to obtain a reduction in mail rates for 
letters. The reformers say thnt 1,000,- 
000,000 of people ara interested in this 
question of rates and the reform has 
been too loug del;i\ oil. The main argu- 
ment soonis lo bo that if apurcel can lie 
sent to any part of the postal union for 
1 fnuic it is exorbit4Uittochargpa quar- 
ter of 1 frano for carrying a small, light 
letter to Europe alone. Efforts have 
been made to induce newspapers and 
news iiginrics to combine foi tho pur- 
pose of obt.iiiniig further extensions of 
tho privilege of pn>-s telegraph rate* 
and a reduo'iou iu th" pr«iseu' <-,,t,-»i, but 
business rn.ilno-, nnd jcalouMcs have so 
far pnvontid any thing practical bcinp 
done.—Now York Sun.

The trustees of Columbia university 


have presented to the institution a 
$500,000 gymnasiam. 


The gymnasium will be built on . 


tbe new site of the university, Morn- ; 
ingside heights. It will be the largest' 
and best equipped in the country. It 
will be a part of the great University , 
hall, the entire cost of which will be 
more than $1,000,000. The contract* 
have been given, and work will bo be- 
gun st ouce. 


The plans provide for a hall 170 by

In 
that county, thereby giving employ- 
ment to a large number of persons, 
as well as making it profitable to 
beet raisers. The cost of the neces- 
sary buildings, machinery and work. 
Ing capital to start a beet sugar fac- 
tory, will be in the neighborhood of a 
quarter of a million dollars, accord- 
ing to the estimate of the Ohio Ex- 
perimental Station, and such a fac 
tory will require the product of more 
than 1000 acres for successful opera- 
tions.
